Willlam H. Taft had a 
experience yesterday afternoon, 
when in the presence of 10,000 peo- 
ple, mostly actors and actresses, he 
opened the Actors’ Fund Fair at the Sev- 
enty-first Regiraent Armory, Park Ave- 
nue and Thirty-fourth Street. A gold 
medal struck in his honor was presented 
to him, and then for twénty minutes he 
Wandered, or, rather, was pushed from 
booth to booth while women trampled 
each other and fought to get close enough 
to touch or speak to him. Rumpled and 
perspiring, but still smiling serenely, with 
his good nature not a whit disturbed, he 
escaped to a far corner of the basement 
and enjoyed a short breathing spell. He 
got away finally, with his money intact, 
for he steadfastedly refused to succumb 
to the blandishments of the fair patron- 
esses and didn’t take a chance even on the 
real automobile or motor boat. 

After leaving the armory President Taft 
went direct to Passaic, N. J., where he 
was scheduled to deliver an address be- 
fore the Passaic Board of Trade. 

Twice during his visit at the fair Pres- 
ident Taft's safety hung in the bal- 
ance. The first time was when he 
stopped at a soda ‘fountain and was in- 
stantly*importuned to drink everything in 
sight by a coterie of girls, and the other 
time was when he hesitated just for the 
fraction of a minute at the Beauty Booth, 
where’ were smilingly clustered some of 
the most beautiful women on the stage. 
His aid, Capt. Archibald Butt, and Secret 
Service Agent James Sloane, recognized 
his peril, however, and pushed him along 
just in the nick of time. 

The President arrived at the Jersey 
City Station of the Pennsylvania Railroad 
shortly after 3 o’clock. He was met by 
Otto T. Bannard, candidate for Mayor of 
New York on the Republican ticket last 
Fall, and Charles T. Burnham, manager 
of the fair. He was accompanied by Capt. 
Butt, Secretary W. W. Michler, and Dr. 
J. J. Richardson of Washington, who had 
come along to spray the President’s 
throat, as he is suffering from hoarse- 
ness. The party came across the river on 
\ the Twenty+third Sireet Ferry and then

Elaborate preparations were made for 
the reception of the President. When 
he stepped from his automobile he was 
nag by a reception committee made up 
of fourteen well-known actresses. They 
were Marie Tempest, Amelia Bingham, 
Marguerite Clarke, Ruth Maycliffe, Miss 
Valli Valli, Hattie Williams, Grace Fil- 
kins, Dorothy Donnelly, Elsie Ferguson, 


Edna Bruns, Bijou Fernandez. Bertha 
Galland, Blanthe Bates, and Alice Fisher. 
In the centre of the main floor there had 
been erected an enormous Court of Honor 
tastefully trimmed with bunting and flow- 
ers. From the door of the building to 
this stand a passage way had been roped 
off along which the Presidential party 
walked. 

When the President stepped upon the 
dais he was greeted by Daniel Frohman, 
President of the Fund Fair, who in turn 
introduced him to William H. Crane, the 
master of ceremonies. That was the sig- 
nal for the flower girls to pelt the Presi- 
dent with bunches of flowers. 

Mr, Frohman welcomed the President 
and public, and went on to describe the 
purpose of the fair, and to thank those 
who had taken a prominent part in it. 

‘IT want to voice the sentiment of the 
dramatic profession in expressing their 
appreciation of the great honor whictk is 
being done us to-day by the presence hele 
of the principal actor in the big drama vf 
the American Nation, the President of the 
United States,” concluded Mr. Frohmagz 
amid cheers, 


Crane Presents Gold Medal. 
“The honor which the committee has 
conferred upon me is the highest I should 
hope to attain,’’ said Mr. Crane in part. 
“To commemorate the participation for 
the first time by the Chief Executive

President Taft mounted a chair &nd said 
in a loud, clear voice: 

“Mr. Frohman, Mr. Crane, Ladies and 
Gentlemen: I should be wanting in per- 
sonal gratitude if I did not seize this op- 
portunity to come here: and give my 


thanks to a profession to which I per- 
sonally owe so much. 

“I do not like to compare you either 
with lawyers or with politicians. There 
is one respect at least in which we are 
all alike: The money that we make 
seems to come easy and go easy. You 
are different from iawyers and  poli- 
ticians in that, out of the generosity of 
your heart, you take care of those who 
nave played their parts in your profes- 
sion and have reached a time when they 
are dependent on others. It was no 
meaningiess phrase When I said to you 
that owed much to your profession. 
There is nothing that I know of in a 
nerve-straining life that equals the relax- 
ation of a good play, weil mounted and 
well played.

ROOSEVELT AS ENVOY. 


Taft May Appoint Him Special Ambas- 
sador to Attend King’s Funeral, 


PASSAIC, N. J., May 9.—President Taft 
will in all probability designate Theodore 
Roosevelt as a special Ambassador to 
represent the United States Government 
at the funeral of King Edward. 

The Presideni, who attended the annual 
banguet of the Passaic Board of Trade 
to-night in this city, but will be in Wash- 
ington again to-morrow morning, said he 
was anxious to appoint Mr. Roosevelt 
to the post. As yet he has taken no 
step in that direction, however, as up to 
the time he left Washington this morning 
ng official notification had been received 
by the Washington Government as to thé 
date of the funeral. 

President Taft is not conversant with 
the precedents as to such occasions, but 
if a special representative is called for by 
the proprieties and Mr. Roosevelt wiil 
accept the designation, he will be named 
by the President. Secretary Knox will 
be consulted in the matter as soon as the 
President reaches Washington to-morrow. 





LONDON, May 9.—If Mr. Roosevelt 
adheres to his traveling programme he 
will arrive in London on May 16. The fix- 
ing of May 20 as the date of King Ed- 
ward’s funeral will, however, make it im- 
possible for the ex-President to deliver 
his Romanes lecture upon the date orig- 
inally set, which was the 18th. lt is hoped 
at Oxford University that an arrangement 
can be made for a postponement of the 
lecture until after the royal obsequles. 

If Mr. Roosevelt is in London on the day 
of the funeral he will be expected to at- 
tend, but the question has already arisen 
as to what his status would be upon that 
occasion. He could hardly be treated as 


a private individual, and the public would 
certainly expect that he receive a piace 
among the notables. The press repeats the 
suggestion that the American Government 
eéppoint Mr. Roosevelt its special repre 
sentative at the funeral.

MORSE APPEAL IN CONGRESS. 


Convicted Banker's Wife at Capitol 
Gets Some Fifty to Sign for Pardon.

WASHINGTON, D. C., May 9.-—— Mrs. 
Charles W. Morse, wife of the New York 
banker who is now serving a term of fif- 
teen years in the Federal Penitentiary at 
Atlanta, Ga., to-day made an informal ap- 
peal to Congress to assist her in obtaining 
the release of her husband. 

Accompanied by her sister-in-law, Miss 
Morse, and a Washington friend and attor- 
ney, Mrs. Morse went to the Capitol and 














the corridor in front of the main entrance 
to the House. From there she sent her 
card to one after another of the members 
of the House who were upon the floor. 
When they came out to ascertain her 
wishes they were introduced by the Wash- 
ington attorney and faced with a petition 
addressed to the President praying for the 


release of Morse. More than fifty mem- 
ers oO the House signed Mrs. Morse’s 
petition. 

William Sulzer was one of the first to 
yield. He signed the petition in letters so 
big that the President will certainly be 
able to read it without a spyglass. Some 
members were seen in the committee rooms 
and likewise yielded. It was said that 
there were few who refused to sign. It is 
Mrs. Morse’s intention to remain. here for 
several days and endeavor to get addi- 
tional signatures. She feels greatly en- 
couraged with the result of to-day’s work 
in behalf of her husband. 

It has not been decided when the pett- 
tion will be presented to the President.

CROSSED DEAD LINE, 


POLICEMAN IS DYING 





Notorious Car Barn Gang in 97th 
Street Beats Him Mortal- 
ly in a Riot. 








Women Join in the Attack on Him, 
Hurling Bricks and Stones— 
Reserves Called. 





For the third time in four weeks an at- 
tempt to make an arrest in the ter- 
ritory of the notorious car barn gans, 
at Ninety-seventh Street and Second Ave- 
nue, bruught on a riot last night in which 
bricks and bullets flew thick in all di-| 
rections and a policeman of the Mast! 
104th Street Station was assaulted by a/| 
mob of men and ‘women of the gang) 
that recently established a ‘‘Jead Line” 
beyond which the police were warned not 
to show themselves. The injured police- 
man will probably die. 

Three weeks ago Patrolman Rowley of 
the same station was set upon and beaten 
while making an arrest. He was sent 
to the hospital for a week. A week 
later Policeman Jerry Gorman was beaten 
and sent to the hospital for ten days, 
At the same time a sign was put up on the 
walls of the car barn forbidding police- 
men to pass that point. It was signed 
“Mayor Gaynor.” The police tore it 
down and posted a double force of men on 
the beat. 

Last night, at about 9 o'clock. Police- 
man Lawrence J. Cummins found Cor- 
nelius Lynch, a laborer of 305 East Ninety- 
ceventh Street, obstreperous and disorder- 
ly at Ninety-seventh Street and Second 
Avenue, and tried to arrest him. The 
man resisted, and his cries and curses 
brought @ swarm of men, women, ard 
children from the houses near the cur 
barn, who fell with common accord upon 


the bluecoat as he tried to tug nis piis- 
oner north on Second Avenue. 


Bullets Began to Fly. 

In a@ moment volleys of brick and 
broken stOne were flying around the 
policeman, who drew his revolver just as 
scattering bullets rained down toward him 
from various houses nearby, flattening 
themselves against the brick wall of the 
car bain and breaking several windows of 
a drug store at the corner. In all about 
fifteen shots were fired, exclusive of five 
fired by the policeman to attract the at- 
tention of his comrades. 

Sergeant Higgins and Policemen Daly 





away, heard the shots and ran instinctive- 
ly to the car barn. As they got there the 
mob scattered, ‘disclosing the prostrate 
His prisoner, still 


and over him bent his daughter, Christina. 
Lynch. The policemen arrested her and 
her father, and grabbed two more of the 
scattering crowd. Then Higgins sent in 
a call for the reserves. 

In less than five minutes they came un 
the run, more than thirty of them, under 
Capt. Corcoran. At their approach the 
last stragglers of the mob dodged into 
near-by houses. Capt. Corcoran drew uu): 
his men in fighting line all along Third 
Avenue, blocking the trolley service for 
over an hour, while his detectives searched 
the nearest houses and a squad of police- 
men gathered around the injured Cum- 
mins.

Even while the police cordon was drawn 
along the street the volley of bricks con- 
tinued by fits and starts, and occasional 
shots came from windows in the houses. 
One brick struck within two feet of De- 
tective Naughton, shattering a large 
Plateglass window of the corner drug 
store behind him. 

Into the broken window and showcase, 
too, flew several stray shots after the 
detective made hastily away from it. In 
no se could the police see from where 
the snots and bricks had come. Only, as 
the shots rang out, there came jeeriny 
laughs echoing out of the darkened but 
open windows of the liouses along the 
street. 

Four Arrests Made, 

Just what happened in the height of the 
riot the police could not learn definitely. 
They say, however, that they have wit- 
nesses to testify against each of the four 
priscners they arrested. One of them, 
John Murphy of 807 East Ninety-fourth 
Street, who is charged with assault, they 
say struck Cummins on the head with a 
brick, as he bent over his prisoner to 
rouse him. 

His sister, Anna Murphy, 18 years old, 
is charged with striking the policeman. 
As he f@éll, they say, she added emphasis 
to her brother’s handiwork with another 
blow from a brick. She too is charged 
with assault, as is Christina Lynch, the 
daughter of the man Cummins was tryin 
to arrest. She, the police say, wreste 
Cummins’s night stick from his grasp as 
he became unconscious, and gave it to one 


None of the prisoners bore any marks 
when arrested, and as they were led into 
the station, accerding to the police, they 
boasted together: 

“We went into 
seratch and’ we 
scratch.”’

Sawyer, Mrs. Trask’s- mother, where the 
fasters are, this morning, in the hope 
that they had changed their minds and 


wanted to place an order for food. They 
were disappointed. The valiant three 
waved them away with scorn. 

The fasting began after dinner on Sun- 
day, and will be continued until Wednes- 
day. At intervals the young women drink 
water. Miss Townsend did much honse- 
work during the day, and the others said 
she was keeping up her courage by work. 
It was hinted that she had eaten a small 
amount of cereal /but this she emphatica!- 
ly denied. 

“Why, said Miss Townsend, ‘I feel 
ever so much better already. 
desire to eat. When I feel a : 
hungry I- take a drink of water and the 
feeling passes away. We expect to loose 
about twelve pounds by the fast.” 

Miss MackKellar said that they believed 
that by paating they would cure indiges- 
tion, with which the trio have suffered. 
They may continue to fast for seventeen 
days if the experiment proves success- 
ful. Aft the end of the third day they 
will go on a milk diet. -

STARTS WORLD'S FAIR BOOM 





Presides at a Dinner Called to Urge 
Celebration of New York’s 309th 
Anniversary in 1913. 





Mayor Gaynor launched a shaft at “ the 
defamers of New York’s good name” 
last night, while presiding at a dinner 
in the Hotel Astor to inaugurate a move- 
ment for a World's Fair here in 101% 
to celebrate the three-hundrecth anniver- 
sary of the settlement of Manhattan Isl- 
and by the Duten. The Mayor. who 
heartily indorsed the plan tor an interna- 
tional exposition, said that a few New 
Yorkers and two newspapers have been 
saying and doing things to degrade the 
fair name of the city. He sugges... tia 
the time had come co siop, and advised 
the two newspapers either to ‘‘ shut up or 
move away.” His words were greeted 
with applause from the U0 men and wo- 
men diners. 

The introduction of Mayor Gaynor to 
the presiding officer was preceded by 
what some of the diners regarded as an 
unpleasant incident. It was the interrup- 
tion of a speaker by long continued hand- 
clapping and the stamping of feet. Henry 
Clews was the speaker. As Chairman of 
the Ciuzens’ World’s Fair Committee, ap- 
pointed several weeks ago to work up en- 
thusiasm for the project, Mr. Clews 
started out by telling what a benefit the 
proposed exposition would be to the busi- 
ness interests of the. city. After he had 
been talking for half an hour a hum of 
conversation was heard throughout the 
room and it grew in volume until Mr. 
Clews'’s voice became indistinct. Suddenly 
a voice near the far end of the room 
shouted “Sit down.” Mr. Clews flushed 
and said that he was drawing toa close. 

‘*Let us make this exposition represen- 
tative of the whole United States,” he 
continued. ~“' Let the mills and the mines 
be represented—’ The hum of conversa- 
tion grew so loud at this point that few 
could hear what Mr. Clews was talking 
about.. Then a man near the speakers 
stand called ‘‘ All together,” and began 
to clap his hands. It was taken up all 
through the dining hall and. soon the 
sound, coupled with the stamping of feet 
drowned out all other noise. It continue 
until Mr. CleWs backed away from_ the 
speakers’ stand and held up his hand. 

‘Ladies and gentlemen,” he said when 
the clamor had somewh»t subsided, “I 
ask you to fill- your glasses and drink 
the health of his Honor the Mayor of 
New York.”’ 

Mayor Gaynor sat beside Gov. James 
N. Gillett of California, just in front of 
the speakers’ stand. As his health was 
proposed he mounted the stand. ‘' He’s 
a Jolly Good’ Fellow’’ sang the diners. 
Then they gfew silent to hear the Mayor. 

“TT have attended a few banquets since 
elected Mayor,’ he said, ‘“‘ but this is 
the first time I have had the honor of 
residing. I therefore welcome you 
ere—you people of New York, you lead- 
ing people of the city—I_ welcome you 
here. It is fitting that the leading re- 
spectable people of the city do some- 
thing now and then for the good name of 
the city, 

‘““We have a few people here and two 
newspapers who have seemed to be set 
on saying and doing everything they_can 
say and do to degrade the City of New 
York. They have attributed every vice 
to it: every low ‘thing, every mean 
thing, column by column, waves of 
crime and vice, to picture this 
city as the most vicious, the most 
despicable on earth, when we know that 
it ix the most intelligent, the most moral, 
and the most decent of any of them, 

"Tt is time for those to whom I have 
referred and for those two newspapers 
who think otherwise to shut up or go 
away. 

‘Now this matter which you have come 
together here to-night to inaugurate. It 
is to be inaugurated here, and no more, 
Tl have been assured that no permanent 
committee has been formed, and that 
what is being done is only to call the 
attentinn of the people of New York to 
the fact that this fair is to be held 
ond that a committee, a representative 
one, is to ‘be appointed by the Mayor. 
i need not say further. In fact, Mr. Clews 
has said it all. I well understand the 
spirit in which you come to-night to in- 
augurate this thing. I am sure the peo- 
le of the city will join in it and it will 
Be one of the grandest successes of the 
kind ever seen in the world. — 

“Tt is suggested to me that I first 
ropose a toast to the President of ihe 
Jnited States.’’ 

The toast was drunk standing, and 
Mayor Gaynor then proposed tvasts to the 
Governors of all the States, several of 
whom were present. 

‘And last to the rulers of all countries 
and their representatives in this coun- 
try,” said the Mayor, ‘‘for we expect 
them all to join with us in this under- 
taking.’’ 

Some one yelled ‘‘ The health of Mayor 
Gaynor,” which was also drunk. 

‘‘T have now only to keep order and 
introduce the speakers,’’ resumed the 
Mayor. ‘ The first speaker will be the 
Hon. Frederick C. Stevens, who repre- 
sents one of the busiest Governors in the 
lnited States—the Governor of the State 
of New York.”’ 

Mr. Stevens, after assuring the diners 
that Gov. Hughes was heartily in favor 
of the World’s Fair for 1913 and wished 
to pledge his hearty support and co-ap- 
eration. said: i 

‘““T have never thought your city such 

vile place as your Mayor says some 
regard it. I have not found it a danger- 
ous place at all, but certainly a most 
enjoyable one. Its citizenship is com- 
posed of men who when they put their 
shoulders to the wheel make it move. 
If the same energy is expended toward 
the success of this proposed fair as is 
expended in a commercial way, then the 
World’s Fair in New York in 1913 must 
be attended with the greatest success 
ever achieved in such an undertaking.”’ 

Dr. William P. Wilson, Director of the 
Philadelphia Ggmmercial Museum, told 
the launchers of the World’s Fair boom 
that the fair here in 1918 could be noth- 
ing but a success.

Aged Housekeeper and Butler 


Shot to Death After a Ter- 
rible Beating.

In the basement of the house were the 
butler’s iiving and sleeping rooms. The 
doctor’s office is on the first floor, in 
the rear of an old-fashioned drawing 
room. The second floor is used by the 
physician as his bedrooms. Miss Meeiiner 


oecupied the rear room on the third flovr 
and the Misses Freeborn the two front 
rooms, 

Dr. Cannon and Julia Freeborn had 
luncheon in the house at-38.0’ k. yestet- 
day afternoon. They were waited on by 
Miss Meehner and the butler. Imme- 
diately afterward the two departed, leav- 
ing the butler and the housekeeper alone. 
Miss Freeborn made some calls, and at ® 
o'clock Dr. Cannon returned home alone, 

As he ascended the front steps of his 
home he was met by two patients, who 
had been waiting for him a quarter of 
an hour, vainly ringing the doorbell. ‘They 
were John T. Owan of 12 West Sixtieth 
Street and Bessie L. Stewart of 24 West 
iOtst Street. ¢ 

The physician admitted them to the 
house, remarking that it was peculiar 
that both the housekeeper and the builer 
should gv out at the same time. Leaving 
his patients in the hall Dr. Cannon started 
t» enter the’ drawing room, when he 
stumbled over the body of his house- 
keeper siretched on the floor. 

A hasty examination showed that she 
‘had been shot through the mouth, the 
bullet coming out through the left eye. 
Several teeth lay on the floor. There were 
many wounds about the head, evidently 
inflicted with a club of some sort. 

trail of blood led to the basement, 
where the physician came upon the body 
of his butler. He lay close to the vesti- 
bule door at the front of the hall, and 
had been shot just above the left ear, aud 
again in the back of the head on the left 
side. His head was also terribly bat- 
tered. The right hand extended along- 
side the body and the feet were crossed. 
A revolver lay near the body. 

Dr. Cannon left both bodies as he found 
them and ran: for a policeman. Capt, 
Farrell and several plain clothes men 
fron the West 125th Street Station hur- 
ried to the house and started a search. 

A small safe in the doctor’s bedroom 
had been ripped open and $100 taken. 
From a bureau drawer in the same room 
a similar amount was stolen. Six scarf 
Pins Which had been on the doctor's 
dresser were also missing.

A butler named William Cotter, who is 
employed by Dr. Growson, until a f-aw 
weeks ago was in the employ of Dr. Can- 
non, The police questioned him closely, 
but he declared that he was on (ie2rms 
of friendliness with his former empilover 
and the new Hindu butler.

A few doors from the Cannon residence 
is a large vacant house.

Opposite the window on the third floor 
of the Cannon house is a parapet, about 
two feet wide, where Miss Meehner kept 
flowers. It is a drop of only ten feet from 
the roof to this landing, and it would 
have been easy for any one to have en- 
tered the house by this means, particular- 
ly as Miss Meehner kept her window open 
most of the time. 

Two nails which fastened the window 
were found on a table in the room, and it 
is presumed that Miss Meehner opened 
it early in the day. Dr. Cannon is Inclined 
to this theory, as he said he had given 
strict orders to both the housekeeper and 
the butler not to allow any patients to 
enter while he.was away.

RUN THROUGH FOREST FIRES. 


Trains Blistered by Flames Which 
Sweep Northern Minnesota,

DULUTH, Minn., May 9.— With the 
sides of the coaches blistered by the ter- 
rific heat, passenger trains which passed 
through the northern forests reached here 
to-day carrying passengers terrified with 
the experiences through which they had 
passed.

NEW BRITISH KING 


Enthusiasm as the Ancient 
Proctamation Ceremony Is 
| ‘Carried Out. 
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To Attend the Funeral of King Edward 
on May 20—King and Queen of 
Norway in London.

LONDON, May 9.—King Gewee ¥. 
was proclaimed in all parts of the 
British Empire to-day. 

In London the first proclamation took 
Place at St. James’s Palace, and sime 
ilar ceremonies followed at Charing 
Cross, Temple Bar, and the Royal Ex- 
change. 

The ancient and picturesque céree 
monial, the blare of trumpets and mil- 
itary bands, brilliant costumes, and 
Stately words that had all the ring of 
the spacious times of Queen Elizabeth, 
all combined te make the function 
memorable; but what will live longest 
in the minds of those who witnessed it 
will be the demeanor of the creat 
crowds, that, while still mourning King 
Edward, enthusiastically cheered his 
Son and successor. 

At St. James’s the ceremony was 
watched from a platform overlooking 
the wall of Marlborough House gare 
dens by the Duke of Cornwall, who will 
eventually be made Prince of Wales 
by royal letters patent; his three 
younger brothers an his sister, Prin- 
cess Mary, whose bright eves took in 
every detail. 

When the beautiful words of the 
proclamation had been read with fine 
dramatic expression by the Garter 
King, the Duke of Norfolk, the Nar! 
Marshal, called out ‘“ God Save the 
King!” ‘God Save the King!” an- 
swered the crowd, and the éry rolled in 
waves of sound over the heads of the 
thousands of spectators. Then the 
band of the Guards played the National 
anthem. The Duke of Cornwall and 
Prince Albert, both wearing naval 
cadets’ uniform, stood asatiffiy at the 
salute as the solemn strains crashed 
out. Then the crowd took up the hymn, 
and, reverently and sonorously, “God 
Save the King” rose to heaven from 
thousands of throats. . : .

After the proclamation was read there 
a white-haired old man, standing in 
the crowd, waved his hat feebly in the 
air and cried in a thin voice: ‘ Long 
live the King! Cheers for the King 
and good Queen Mary!” As the cheers 
rang high the band began the National 
anthem. After a few bars the proces- 
sion moved on, but the crowd remained 
cheering. ; 

At Temple Bar a red silken rope 
marked the entry to the city, and here 
the Lord Mayor, Sheriffs, and Alder- 
men waited to assert their citizen 
rights. There was spontaneous cheer 
ing here, but it was When the Royal 
Exchange was reached that public en- 
thusiasm, rather than the pomp of her- 
aldry which gave to the proceedings 
a note of prearranged ceremonial, had 
to be departed from, as a consequence 
of the fervent loyalty of the great 
crowd which filled the space before the 
Exchange. 

“God Save the King!” sang the peo- 
ple, and the Lord Mayor’s Court and 
the officers commanding the guards 
came to the salute. According to the 
programme the national anthem should 
have been played by the band, but the 
sovereign people changed the pro- 
gramme.

“The conditions are such as to make 
imperative in the interest of conserva- 
tion the passage of only one law. That 
law has passed the House. and I am 
very hopeful that it wiil pass the Sen- 
ate. It ratifies atl the withdrawals of 
public land heretofore made, amounting 
to upward of 60,400,000 acres, and it’ 
speciiically empowers the President to 
make other withdrawals when he desires 
to ask Congress to pass .aws varying 
the existing laws for the disposition in 
class of public lands. 

“The absolute necessity of this act 
arises from the very grave doubt whether 
the reservation of 60,000,000) acres, if 
subjected to the test of legality in the 
courts, could stand it. It is a very grave 
question whether the Executive has the 
power to make reservations thus in ex- 
tenso merely to avoid the disposition of 
the land under existing Congressional en- 
actment, and there are those in the West 
who, taking advantage of the doubt in 
question, and assuming that the with- 
diawals are without authority, are stak- 
ing out cluims with a view to testing 
their validity in the courts.

He went first to the home of Victor L.

‘The water in the streams is now un- 
der the control and ownership of the 
State. The water power sites essential 
to the establishment of water power 
plants belongs to the United States as 
part of its public domain: ‘It would” be | 
useful to have the two united in one sov- 
ereign. It is proposed to do this by con- 


veying the water power sites to the States 


on two ronditions. 

“ The first condition requires the State 
in its disposition to private settlers to re- 
tain such control over the water power 
sites that it may every ten vears adjust 
the rates at which power is to be fur- 
nished to the pubiic by the grantee of the 
water power site; and the second condi- 
tion is that the water power sites shall 
not be disposed of by the State to any 
person’ having a monopoly of the water 
power-in the neighborhood. 

“ The bill, provides that upon the failure 
of the State to enforce the conditions im- 
posed against private owners, the United 
States may enforce the conditions against 
the State and forfeit all the rights of the 
private owner and of the State, and re- 
store the land to the United States. 

‘Phere ought to be a specific provision 
providing that the United States may sue 
the State for forfeiture, and also that 
the Executive shall have the right to de- 
clare a forfeiture. It seems to me that in 
this wise the United States may retain 
effective control over the disposition of 
the land. and at the same time may enable 
the Legislature or the Executive of the 
State, presumably- more familiar with 
local conditions, to fix the details on the 
ground in accordance with local necessity. 

‘It is quite possible, however, that 
these other conservation bills will go over 
to the next session, but the one ratifying 
the existing withdrawals and granting 
power to withdrawing in future should 
certainly pass. 

‘‘ There is pending also a bill authoriz- 
ing the issue of $30,000,000 of bonds with 
which to continue the construction of irri- 
gation plants already begun by the Rec- 
lamation Service, the bonds to be re- 
deemed out of the proceeds of the sale of

To Lunch Quietly with Imperial 
Family — Still Hoarse, but 
Says He Feels Well. 





REBUKES AN EX-PREMIER 





Forces Norwegian to Retract Use of 
His Name for Partisan Purposes— 
Left Stockholm Yesterday.

BERLIN, May 9.—Theodore Roose- 
velt will receive an exclusively Ameri- 
can welcome in Berlin. To-morrow 
forenoon the railway authorities have 
arranged to place practically the en- 
tire area within and without the barn- 
like Stettiner station at the disposal of 
the ex-President’s admiring compa- 
triots, who are preparing, despite the 
early hour of the arrival, to assemble 
in force. Mr. Roosevelt and his party 
will repair at once to the American 
Embassy to become guests of Ambas- 
sador and Mrs. Hill for the entire stay. 
The only exception will be Kermit 


. Roosevelt, who will put up at the home 


of Second Secretary Grew. 

After resting over the forenoon the 
Roosevelts will proceed by special train 
to Potsdam, leaving Berlin at 12:15 and 
alighting at the Kaliser’s private sta- 
tion, Wildpark, half an hour later. 
There they will be met by officials of 
the imperial household and conveyed 
by automobile to the famous New 
Palace, built by Frederick the Great, 
for a private luncheon with the Kaiser 
and the imperial family. 

It is expected: that the Roosevelts 
will tarry in Potsdam altogether three 
or four hours, during which the Kaiser 
will probably show the ex-President 
over the points of historical interest 
and landscape beauty with which Pots- 
dam abounds. Toward sundown the 
Rooseveit party will return to Berlin 
to dine in the utmost privacy with 


_ their hosts, Ambassador and Mrs. Hill. 


Only one or two American friends will 
be asked to join the party at the ém- 
bassy, these Americans being probably 
Mr. and Mrs. Seth Low. 

Shortly after dinner Mr. Roosevelt 
has intimated his desire to be put to 
bed like an ordinary mortal who is 
tired and has a bad cold. Quietness 
and unobtrusiveness are to be the domi- 
nant notes of Mr. Roosevelt’s visit, in 
view of the deep mourning of the Ger- 
man Court for the death of King Ead- 
ward, and the ex-President’s own some- 
what battered condition. 


AN EX-PREMIER IS REBUKED. 








Roosevelt Censures Knudsen for Quot- 
ing Him as Partisan in Norway Politics 


CHRISTIANIA, May 9.—Mr. Roosevelt's 
visit here has been followed by an inci- 
dent which is making a sensation in Nor- 
way. Mr. Roosevelt has severely censured 
ex-Premier Gunnar Knudsen, who is now 
Vice President of the Parliament, for 
using his name and quoting him as a 
partisan in Norwegian politics. 

The ex-Premier has been making a cam- 
paign and has introduced a bill in Parlia- 
ment for the conservation of the natural 


resources of the country, chiefly the 
water power, and the Opposition party 
has been fighting this scheme as an in- 
fringement on personal rights. At the re- 
cent gala dinner at the castle, Mr. Knud- 
sen had a conversation with Mr. Roose- 
velt on this subject. ‘Lhe latter, in the be- 
lief that he was speaking of general prin- 
ciples, expressed warm sympathy in the 
work. Mr. Knudsen asked permission to

Eugene Maher Had Climbed to Ele- 
vated Tracks in Brooklyn for Lost Ball 


Eugene Maher, 9 years old, one of a 
group of boys playing ball on Pacific 
Street, near Franklin Avenue, Brooklyn, 
under the elevated tracks of the Brighton 
Beach branch of the Brookiny Rapid 
Transit line, late yesterday afternoon, 
fell across the third rail while search- 
ing for the ball and was shocked to death. 
His companions in the street below were 
waiting patiently for him to find the ball, 
which had been batted to the tracks 
above. They saw him crawl up an em- 
bankment from the ground. 

One of his companions, David Harvey, 
10 years old, of 592 Franklin Avenue, was 
climbing the embankment when he heard 
a cry from Maher. Harvey stumbled back 
down the embankment, terror stricken. 
*‘Somethin’s happened to Gene,”’ 
cried, and hurried home. 

The boys saw a curl of smoke rise up- 
ward from the place where they last saw 
Maher. The boy’s clothes were burning. 
John Mulrooney, a fireman attached to 
Hook and Ladd:r 6, climbed the embank- 
ment to the railroad tracks. There he saw 
young Maher lyirg prostrate alongside 
the third rail, his right leg lying across 
it and his clothing ablaze. 

A train from Manhattan was due at 
that time and Mulrooney yelled to a boy 
in ithe street to run around to the Dean 
Street station of the road, a block away, 
and tell the agent to have the train 
stopped. While the fireman was talking 
the train came in sight two blocks away. 
He took off his coat and signaled to the 
motorman. The motorman got the signal 
all right, stopped his train, and got out 
of his ca» to render what assistance he 
could. 

The two got the boy away from the rail, 
ard Mulrooney wrapped his coat about 
the boy, smothering the fire. The fire- 
mnman then carried the unconscious lad to 
the Dean Street Station, and an ambu- 
lance from St. John’s Hospital) was sum- 
moned. When Ambulance Surgeon Grif- 
fin arrived the boy was dead. 

Word had been sent to the rectory of 
St. Teresa’s Roman Catholic Church, at 
Classon Avenue and §Sterling Place, a 
few blocks away from the railroad sta- 
tion, and one of the priests, the Rev. 
William Meehan, hurried to administer 
to the boy the sacrament for the dving. 
The boy was dead before he could 1each 
his side. 

Down Pacific Street near the boy’s 
home, which is but a half block away | 
from where he died, a crowd gathered. 
Neighbors heard of the accident and 
gathered in front of the Maher house. 
Mrs. Maher, the boy’s mother, saw the 
people and went down to the front door 
and asked what wag wrong, but no one 
could sum up enough courage to tell her 


anything. She asked for her boy. She 
did not see him among the crowd, and 
when no,one said anything about him 
the truth seemed to dawn 6n her. 
‘Something has happened to Gene,” 
she said and walked up the street to 
where a crowd was looking up at the 
elevated structure. Some of them started 
around the corner to the Dean Street 
station. She followed them. There she 
saw her boy lying on the floor of the 
station. The ambulance surgeon told her 
that he was dead.

he narrowly escaped being fatally gored 
by a bull in Bolivia last October under 
similar circumstances, 4 

Lee was born at Rochester in 1874, and 
was trained for an engineer, in which 
capacity he went to Mexico in 1899 in 
the employ of the Mexican National Rail- 
way. Bull fighting attracted him while 
there, and he followed the pursuit to add 
to his income after his marriage, in 1901. 
Joining a band of professionals and ai- 
vancing rapidly in popular esteem, in 
he became & matador and head of 
a troupe of his own. He was known for 
his brilliant performances at Seville and 
Madrid, and made a large income. He 
was distinctive in being one of few Anglo- 
Saxons to take up bull fighting.

ROME, May 9.—The Pope to-day reccived the 
pilgrimage headed by Mgr.

PRESIDENT TAFT’S APPEAL 





Generous Contributions Asked For— 
United Fruit Company Gives $25,000 
and New Orleans $1,005. 





SAN JOSE, Costa Rica, May 9.—More 
than 1,000 dead have been taken from the 
ruins of Cartago. No one is allowed with- 
in the precincts of the devastated city ex- 
cept the Red Cross workers and gangs of 
soldiers and volunteers employed in clear- 
ing away the débris, removing the bodies, 
and dynamiting the dangerous buNdings. 

Most of the survivors of the earthquake 
are now at San José. Medicines and food 
supplies from the American warships are 
being rushed from Port Limon, but the 
condition of those who still remain around 
the city is such that extraordinary meas- 
ures must be taken to provide assistance 
and shelter for them. 

Even in San José the residents are living 
in tents and wooden structures for the 
most part, fearing to occupy their homes, 
as the earth tremors still continue, 

No lHving person has been taken from 
the ruins in the last two days, and, al- 
though a thousand dead have been re- 
moved, it is known that there are still 
many beneath the broken walls and tim- 
bers. Owing to the general feeling of 
panic, the various organizations engaged 
in the work of relief find it difficult to 
reach all those who need aid. Many of the 
survivors are still hungry and helpless. It 
is reported that American marines may 
be sent to Cartago to give assistance, and 
there is great need of their presence. 

The village of Cot is reported as totally 
destroyed and the village of Entre Rios 
as partially destroyed. The arbitration 
court has been transferred to San José. 

Mexico has contributed a large sum of 
money to aid the victims, and contribu- 
tions are coming in from other sources. 

The nature of the earthquake which 
destroyed Cartago is now being discussed, 
and the general testimony of those who 
suffered from it goes to show that it 
resembled an explosion more than the 
ordinary seismic movement. which has 
been felt throughout the republic in the 
past two or three weeks. 


WASHINGTON, May 9.—President Taf 
as President of the American Nation 
Red Cross, to-day made a strong ap- 
peal for contributions to relieve the dis- 
tress of the earthquake sufferers in Costa 
Rica. The appeal is as folllows: 


To the People of the United States: In 
view of the fact that the earthquake in 
Costa Rica was of far more serious nature 
than at first reported, the need is very 
great. Therefore, as President of the Amer- 
ican Red Cross, I appeal to our people that 
they may express their sympathy for the 
unfortunate victims by contributing gen- 
erously to the relief of the suffering in our 
sister republic. Contributions may be sent 
to the Red Cross, Washington, D. C., or to 
the local Red Cross Treasurer. Funds so re- 
ceived are forwarded to the diplomatic rep- 
resentative of the United States in Costa 
Rica, who is responsible for their wise use, 
and any amounts left over at the end of the 
relief work are added to the American Red 
Cross contingent relief fund for use on 
future occasions. WILLIAM H. TAFT, 

President of the American Red Cross. 


The American Red Cross has received 
from the City of New Orleans $1,005 as its 
contribution to the fund for the relief of 


the sufferers at Cartago. The State De- 
partment has received word from the 


representative of the United Fruit Com- 
pany at Boston that the company has con- 
tributed $25,000 for the same purpose. 
This contribution, no doubt, will be dis- 
tributed through the company’s agent at 
San José. 

In response to a request sent to Mr. 
Monroe, the United States Chargé at San 
José, for information as to whether the 
Government of Costa Rica was in need 
of outside assistance in caring for the 
earthquake sufferers, the State Depart- 
ment has received a telegram to the ef- 
fect that the people are in very great 
distress in consequence of the earthquake, 
but that the Government feels some hesi- 
tation in asking aid from other nations. 
This is assumed to mean that the Govern- 
ment will accept contributions gladly. 

The House to-day passed a bill author- 
izing the Secretary of War to loan blank- 
ets, tents, and other stores in possession 
of the Isthmian Canal Commission and 


elsewhere for the use of the earthquake 
sufferers.

He 
said he was a witness for the People 
against Joseph Carey, a bartender of 236 
West Thirtieth Street, who was to be 
tried yesterday for the murder of Peter 
Baker on Nov. 6& Baker, who had a sa- 
loon on Thirtieth Street, near Eighth 
Avenue, was lured to the street by a 
bogus message and shot in the back. 

Moore said that in the three months in 
which he was in touch with the District 
Attorney’s office in connection with the 
case, he had been beaten several times 
and warned that he would be killed if he 
testified against Carey. He said that 
Silva had known him three years and used 
to visit him at a sailor’s boarding nouse at 
Tenth Avenue and Twenty-fourth Street, 
where he was in the habit of receiving 
smuggled cigars and money, and where 
he, sometimes, joined in card games. 
Moore said he used to warn Silva that 
he would betray all this, whenever he 


threatened him and held him up in the 
last few months. 


About this time, Silva protested and 
asked that Moore be discharged, so that 
he could be taken to the District At- 
torney’s office to testify in the 
trial. But Magistrate House 
would let Moore go there only in 
custody of a man from the District At- 
torney’s offfce, and that, meanwhile, 
Moore should continue to give testimony 
in his own behalf. 

Moore said, he carried a dirk for protec- 
tion after he learned of the _ threats 
against his life. He denied that he had 
tried to assault Silva, but said the police- 
man had come up to him and struck him 
without provocation. Then, he said, the 
policeman searched him for concealed 
weapons, as he had done several times 
in the past, and finding the dirk, ex- 


claimed: 
‘‘Now I’ve got you right! ”’

The water front of Williamsburg was 
shaken by-~a violent explosion at 9 o’clock 
yesterday morning, followed by half a 
dozen others, from the Pratt plant of 
the Standard Oil Company, which eccu- 
pies a water front block between North 
Twelfth and North Thirteenth Strcets. 
Before the fire which followed had been 
put ou. twenty employes of the company, 
wovking in the canning and filling de- 

partment, had been removed from the 
building badly burned, and two hours of 
desperate fire fighting had been put in 
“to prevent the spread of the flames, 
which threatened not only the rest of the 
plant out the crowded factory section 
which surrounds it. 

While it is known that a score cf men 
were hurt, some of them were removed 
to nearby homes, and the police were 
unable to get their names. In all cases 
the injuries sustained were the same. a 
bad burning about the head, shceulders, 
arms and hands, and upper body. Here 
is a list of those who were known to 
have been injured:

The canning and filling department, 
where the fire occurred, is the most dan- 
gerous building in the plant. Only a 
year ago it was burned to the ground. 
The present structure is a brick building 
about 200 feet long, situated for greater 
safety on the water front, where it is 


most removed from the rest of the plant. 
The work that is done there is the filling 
and soldering of cans of oil for shipment. 
The oil comes into the shed through pipes 
and is put in cans, most of them of five 
gallons capacity, which are then soldered 
down. It is supposed that the fire was 
caused by a hot soldering”iron dropping 
into a can of oil. 


Seventy-five Men Trapped. 


The explosion which alarmed the neigh- 
borhood came at a time whe there were 
seventy-five men at work in the canning 
building. Almost immediately a burst of 
flame shattered the windows on the wa- 


ter front side. ‘The men at once realized 
that the always dreaded and always ex- 
pected fire was again on them, 

Scarcely had the half-dazed crowd of 
men begun to fight their way out of the 
burning building, most of them with their 
Oil-soaked clothes afire, when the hands 
in the other parts of the plant dropped 
their tasks and came to the rescue. In a 
jiffy the emergency hoses were coupled 
tc the plugs and streams of water were] 
poured on the men, most of whom were! = 
almost blinded by the flames and dizzy 
from the fumes of cobustion. Those who 
did not have presence of mind enough to 
roll on the rain-soaked ground to put out 
the fiames which enveloped them were 
seized and wrapped in coats or had their 
burning clothing torn from them. 

When the city fire fighters arrived, Bat- 
talion Chief Houck turned in a second 
aiarm, and when Chief Lally appeared 
he made it a third. In answer to this 
came Deputy Fire Commissioner 0’ Keefe 
and Police Inspector Holohan, with Depu- 
ty Police Commissioner Reynolds. While 
the nen from the Fire Department at- 
tacked the flames from all sides, the 
fireboats David A. Boody, Seth Low, and 
New Yorker worked from the river. 

Ambulances from the Williamsburg and 
the Eastern Disirict Hospitals arrived, 
and the surgeons improvised a ward in 
a building across the street and treated 
the injured men as fast as they were 
brought to them. Five of the most seri- 
ously injured were rushed to the hospi- 
tals.. Some of the men were taken to 
near-by drug stores to have their burns 
dressed, and others were taken home by 
friends. 

By this time the canning building was 
a huge caldron, out of which a solid body 
of flame roared upward. The mass of 
black smoke and soot which accompanies 
the burning of oil poured out onto the 
river, and added to the gloom of the 
overcast morning. The firemen restorted 
tw the usual tactics in fight an oil fire. 


A Hard Blaze to Fight. 


As it was not only useless but dangerous 
to pour a stream on it, as this would 
‘only scatter the oil gnd spread the blaze, 
the firemen confined their efforts to keep- 
ing the fire to the building where it start- 


ed. If it spread to the six immense tanks 
of refined oil near by or to the storing 
sheds, where thousands of ‘gallons of 
naphtha and gasolene were kept, explo- 
sions were threatened which might have 
wiped out not only the entire plant, but 
all the fire fighters as well. 

While the blaze itself was left to burn 
freely constant streams of water from 
every available source were kept playing 
on the oil tanks and the rest. of the 
buildings. Several tank stéamers. and 
barges were anchored in the creek, Which 
runs along the north. side of the plant. 
These were all ordered out onto the 
river for’ safety, and the fireboats pro- 
ceeded up the creek, where some of the 
buildimgs which they were trying to 
Save could be reached to greater ad- 
vantage. 
Across the narrow street to the south 
of the Standard Oil plant are the Will- 
jlamsburg works of the Brooklyn Union 
Gas Company. One wall of the canning 
department abuts on this street, and 
the 8 company had its men out ready 
for instant work if any of the sparks 
carried across. 

After an hour and a half of unceasing 
vigilance in Path ay J the flames. from 
meneeding. they had burned themselves 
out sufficiently to allow of a direct*at- 
tack being made on the canning building 
itself, and the water was turned into it. 
This made short work of the blaze, and 
a squad of firemen was rushedin at the 
first possible moment tosee whether any 
of the employes had been unable to make 
their escape. No one .was found. Tite 
building was completely burned out, only 
the brick walls and a few charred edges 
of roof beams remaining. The flames had 
also made a slight impression on the 400- 
? foot pier which projects out into the East 
-. River. The damage was estimated at $40,- 


A few hours after the fire had been 
put out, the remainder of the plant was 
again in active working condition, the 
men seemi to think nothing about the 
experience they had gone throygh. The 
general feeling was summed up by one 
veteran when he said: 

“There's no danger working in an oll 
plent if you're fire-proof. I've n baked 
twice and I’m here yet.”

ON WITNESS STAND 


Deny Statements of Close Rela- 
tives and Former Friends In 
Swope Murder Case. 








HE DEFENDS HIS COURSE 


Says Medical Treatment Was Correct 
—Never Tried to Poison Anybody 
with Germs or Drugs.

Dr. Hyde offered no excuses for his 
actions in treating the sick at the Swope 
home. Neither did he admit that he 
might have erred in judgment. He said 
his course was right in the cases of James 
Moss Hunton, Col. Thomas H. Swope, and 
Chrisman Swope. He maintained that 
the causes of death he gave when the 
men died were correct. -_ Never, the phy 
sictan said, did he try to poison any one, 
either with typhoid germs or with drugs. 

Dr. Hyde walked quickly to the witness 
stand when he was callel. He said he 
used one of Dr. Twyman’s instruments in 
bleeding James Moss Hunton. He testi- 
fied that Dr. Twyman did say something 
about enough Dilood having been removed, 
but he did not say that they had taken 
as much as should be removed from any 
man. They took in all about two or three 
pints of blood. Dr. Twyman stopped tie 
flow with a string. Hunton died of apo- 
plexy, Dr. Hyde averred. 

Dr. Hyde said he became acquainted 
with Col. Swope in December, 19038, and 
saw hi mat his home on an average of 
twice a month from that time until his 
death, on eDec. 18, 1909. Col. Swope asked 
him, said the witness, if the strychnine 
tonic he was taking was good for him. 
and Dr. Hyde said {t was. The jurors 
listened earnestly when Dr. Hyde began 


to tell of giving agewee to Miss Keller, 
a@ nurse, to administer to Col Swope.

Mrs. Hyde Shows Emotion, 


Unused to the experience of testifying 
before a crowded court room, Mrs. Hyde 
made a pitiable spectacle the first few 
minutes she was on the stand. The men- 
tion of the name of her cousin, James 
Moss Hunton, brought tears to her eyes 
and she was unable to speak. The court- 
rom became silent, Attorney Waish 
ceased toe question her. It was feared 
that she might collapse, but after sobbing 


for a few minutes Mrs. Hyde composed 
herself, and she was able to proceed 
with her testimony. Thereafter she made 
& good witness, speaking distinctly and 
following the line of interrogation without 
difficulty. 

She was asked first to tell of the iI)- 
ness of Hunton. 

= mother summoned me and Tay 
husband to her house from our lome,’ 
she said, ‘‘ when Mr. Hunton was at- 
tacked on the night of Oct..1.

Mrs. Hyde said it was by her order 
that filtered drinking water was taken 
to the Swope house; that her husband 
never saw the bottle until it was on the 
way to the house; that for more than a 
year before she ordered the water she 
had not drunk any of the water at the 
Swope house. 

“ Didn’t the Swope family subsequently 
adopt the use of the filtered water?’’ 
asked Mr.. Walsh. 

‘* They did,’’ the witness answered. 

The water cooler in the house was a 
barrel, and the ice was dropped directly 
into it, said the witness. On account of 
this cendition, and also because the water 
was drawn from a cistern, she refused to 
drink it. 

Mrs. Hyde told of Col. Swope'’s custom 
of using medicine containing strychnine, 
iron, and quinine. here was a bottle 
of this remedy in his room up to the time 
of his death, she said.

STRIKERS FIRE ON TRAINS. 


New York Central Laborers Driven 
Back by the Police. 


The strike among the railroad laborers 
of the NewyYork Central Railroad, which 
began on Saturday, took on a serious as- 
pect yesterday morning, when several 
pistol shots were fired at freight trains 
being: made up in the Melrose freight 
yards. No one was hit, and the police 
dispersed the mob, after several charges, 
in which two prisoners were taken. 

Anticipating trouble, police’ reserves 
were assembled at the Morrisania Station 
and about twenty-five patrolmen were 
sent to the freight yards. A milk train 
was being made up in the yards, anid 
there were about fifty strikers looking on. 
Suddenly four shots were fired, and there 
was @ general scramble for safety. The 
police drove the strikers out of the yard. 

A short time afterward the strikers as- 
sembled on the bridge at 160th Street and 
Park Avenue, overlooking the tracks, and 
began hurling stones at the trains and 
men who were at work. Policeman Wolfe 
of the Morrisania Station ran up on the 
bridge and arrested Pasquale Rausso of 
2°35 East 150th Street as the ringleader. 
The other strikers gathered about the 
two and threatened the policeman. 

Wolfe blew his whistle for assistance, 
and Sergt. Winslow and several police- 
men came up. They charged the crowd 
and took another prisoner—Joseph Suereiio 
of 150th Street and Morris Avenue. The 
two prisoners were taken to the statlon, 
and later to the Morrisania Court, where 
they were arraigned before Magistrate 
Harris. 

They were charged with disorderly con- 
duct and fined $5 each. They were warned 
that if they were arrested again they 
would be sent to the Workhouse. Rausso 
said that he had gone to the yards to 
tell the men that there was a chance of 
the strike being ended yesterday and 
that their demands for an additional 7o 
cents a day would probably be granted. 

Before the shooting fifty strikers went 
to the yards, where fifteen new men were 
at work and induced them to quit. 
The police, after the shooting, were sia- 
tioned in all sections of the yard, and 
kept the striking laborers on the move. 
Some 800 laborers are out on strike. 

While the strike vote of the trainmen 
and conductors of the Erie Railroad on 
all its branches between New York and 
Buffalo is now being taken, the Erie offi- 
cials appeared yesterday to have a strong 
hope that there will be no strike. The 
vote will be counted in this city on May 
16, and it was learned yesterday that the 
vote:so far is for a walkout. If the vote 
on all the divisions is for a strike, tho 
grand officers of the trainmen and con- 
ductors,: before it goes into effect, will 
make a strong effort to bring about a 
settlement and avert the strike. 

On behalf of the Erie Railroad officials 
a — was issued yésterday whicn 
said: 

‘“‘“The indications are that the difficul- 
ties between the trainmen and conductors 
of the Erie Railroad and the company are 

not of such a serious nature as to make a 
strike inevitable. It is quite likely after 
the vote is taken that a compromise will 
be effected. Either side, howéver, still 
has the right, in case of a deadlock, to 
demand arbitration under the Erdmann 
act.’

Only Sixty Sunday Violations Reported 
to the District Attorney. 


Only sixty violations of the excise law 
for Sunday were reported at the District 
Attorney’s office yesterday.

DEFENDED BY TART 


Writes Hartford Peace Confer- 
ence That Armaments Work 
Toward World Peace. 








VIEWS OF KNOX AND BRYCE 





Latter Deplores False War Reports— 
Says King Edward Was Our 
True and Warm Friend. 





HARTFORD, Conn., May 9—In the 
early days of the movement for universal 
peace this city was one of. the notable 
centres. It was in recognition of this 
fact as well as a desire to pay tribute 
to some of the prime movers in that 


propaganda that the New England Ar-!} 
bitration .and Peace’ Congress, 
formed, began its first session here to- 
ay 

The congress was called to order in the 
hall of the House of Representatives, with 
Dean Henry Wade Rogers of the Yale 
Law School as the presiding officer. Ad- 
dresses were given by Mr. Rogers and 
Benjamin F. Trueblood of the American 
Peace Society. The delegate body was 
a large and.enthusiastic one. Letters to- 
night were read from President Taft, Sec- 
retary of State Knox, assador James 
Bryce, William Jennings Bryan, and Sam- 
uel Gompers of the American Federation 
of Labor. 

Much enthusiasm marked the night ses- 
sion by the reading of these letters, coh- 
ema | expressions of their - sentiments 
toward the peace movement. 

The letter from President Taft was as 
follows: 

The White House, 
Washington, April 23, 1910, 

My dear Mr. Call: 

I have your tetter of April 22, and am 
giad to know that the New England Arbi- 
tration and Peace Congress is to hold an im- 
portant meeting from May §& to ll. 

I have on more than one occasion. ex- 
pressed myself as being in favor of. interna- 
tional peace and in favor of arbitration to 
secure it, and I also dwelt on the subject 
in my inaugural address. That does not 
mean, however, that I am in favor of a 
country giving up that which we now use 
for the purpose of securing peace, to wit, 
our army and our navy, because I believe 
that the expense of armament is working 
toward .peace, 

I earnestly hope that your meeting will be 
productive of much good in the. promotion 
of permanént peace, and I wish you every 
success in your efforts in this direction, 


Sincerely yours, 
. WILLIAM H. TAFT, 

Secretary of State Knox wrote regret- 
ting his inabifty to attend the meeting 
and expressing his sympathy with the 
movement for the arbitration of contro- 
versies between nations. He repeated his 
well-known views regarding the good that 
would flow from the establishment of a 
permanent tribunal of arbitration at The 
Hague. 

Mr. Bryce in his letter said that while 
the feeling in favor of peace and arbitra- 
tion in past cengresses- had been most 
encouraging, there were still disquieting 
5ymptoms which could not’ ‘be Yenored 
in the maintaining of enormous naval and 
military armaments by nations who pro- 
fess desire for peace. 

Each nation declared that these arma- 
ments were only for its own protection, 
intended, in fact, to secure peace, and 
that it had no aggressive designs against 
others. Yet each nation, said Mr. Bryce, 
does not seem to credit. the others with 
the same pacific intentions it professed 
for itself, and so an atmosphere of gen- 
eral suspicion reigned. Allegations of in- 
tended attacks by some one nation upon 
another, reckless and improbable, were 
constantly scattered forth and received 
an amount of credit surprising to those 
who knew the real facts of the case. The 
result was increased armaments and a 
stimulus to the latent but ever present 
warlike sentiment that seemed to exist 
in the less educated and less thoughtful 
part of the population.

3ryce, and rejoiced in nothing more than 
in the growth of a cordial friendship be- 
tween your country and his own, hoping 
and trusting that Hke sentiments. of 
friendship would in time become pease: 
among the nations of the world. 
countiess expressions of sorrow at 
departure which have already reached 
this Embassy from all parts of the 
United States show how cordially his 
labors in the cause of peace have been 
appreciated by your people and such 
an appreciation has gone to the heart of 
the English nation, who are grateful for 
your sympathy.’ 

Mr. Bryan hoped the meeeting would in- 
dorse a propositton he introduced at the 
London conference four years ago, which 
was afterward indorsed at the New 
York Peace Conference. It was a declara- 
tion, Mr. Bryan said, that’all questions 
in dispute between nations should be sub- 
mitted to an impartial international! 
tribunal for investigation and report be- 
fore any declaration of war or commence- 
ment of hostilities. He believed this plan 
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would really go further than an arbitra- 
tion agreement, because 
tion agreements an exception was made | 
as to questions that affect the national | 
honor, and that exception was often suf- 
ficient to nullify the agreement. An in- 
vestigation, he added, would separate all 
questions of honor from pecuniary ques- 
tions, and thus expose the sordid reason,

Negatives Show the Tail Extending 20 
Degrees, Equivalent to 24,000,000 
Miles In Length. 





I have just received two of the latest 
pictures of Halley’s comet (to date, May 
6,) taken by Prof. E. E. Barnard of the 
Yerkes Observatory on the morning of 
May 4. The one showing the comet with 


comet appeared to the writer on the 
morning of May 6. On that morning no 
photographs were obtained at the Yerkes 
Observatory on account of cloudy 
weather. 

On the morning of May 4 some of the 
negatives taken by Prof. Barnard, showed 
the tail extending twenty degrees, which 
is equivalent to a length of 24,000,000 
miles. At this rate, it will undoubtedly 
be long enough to reach far beyond the 
earth on the morning of May 18, when wé 
are scheduled to pass through the train 
of the comet. According to Prof. Barnard, 
the head and nucleus_of the comet on 
May 4 were as bright as a star of the 
second magnitude, magnitude referring to 
brightness not size. The seven bright 
stars in the Great Dipper are, with one 
exception, of the second magnitude. 

It. is interesting to note, in the picture 
made with the ten-inch lens, how the 
tail of the comet divides into three 
strands at some distance from the head. 
Yesterday morning it was impossible to 
make any observations-of the comet, ow- 
ing to cloudy skies, but they will be re- 
sumed to-morrow at the Times Tower at 
2 A. M., weather proving favorable. 

The peculiar red glare in the appearance 
of the comet on Friday morning, which 
apparently caused a comet scare among 
the negroes in Bermuda, is very. easily ac- 
counted for, and the explanation applies 
as well to the ruddy hue of Venus on that 


occasion. Both phenomena were caused 
by the light of Venus and the comet, 
gleaming through the mist low down on 
the horizon. 

On three mornings last week I saw 
Venus rising through the mist, and it 
glowed with a ruddy hue, resembling a 
ball of fire. ‘pwaver, the moment the 
planet attained an elevation above the 
mist, it was silvery bright’ as usual. 

On the morning of May 6,: while ob- 
serving the comet, I happened to glance 
downward in the direction of the horizon 
when my attention was attracted by what 
seemed to be a curving tongue of flame. 
For a moment I thought it was a fir 
until I remembered that the moon shoul

** Her Husband's Wife,” acted last night 
at the Garrick, is a highly amusing 
piece, in which a clever and original idea 
is very brightly handled. In fact, A. E. 
Thomas’s little play has a basis of genu- 
ine comedy, somewhat concealed by a 
method of acting which is most often 
néarer farce, but which serves to get the 
fun over to that larger share of every 
theatre audience which does not grasp 
Subtle points and demands something of 
overemphasis. 

Starting with the quaint notion of a 
wife who, believing she will soon die, 
decides to pick-out her marital successor, 
the piece develops a series of decidedly 
funny situations. These have often the 
merit of being anything but obvious de- 
velopments. from what went . before. 
Thus the element of surprise is largely 
maintained to the very end, although in 
the main situation the expected is sure 
to happen, as one, indeed, wants it to 
happen from the first. 

In short, though Mrs. Stuart Randolph 
is sure she is going to die, she is such a 
very amusing little person in spite of her 
Silly notions that you would be greatly 
disappointed if she did so. And, also, since 
the lady she has picked for her successor 
has previously loved and been loved by 
Mrs. Randolph’s good-natured brother, 
you would be equally dissatisfied if cir- 
cumstances were such that she was ulti- 
mately obliged to stand by her queer little 
bargain and marry ths widower-to-be 
rather than the young man in question.

Several months ago Gov. Gilchrist re- 
ceived a letter from Secretary of the 
Navy George Von L. Meyer announcing 
the day when the Florida would be 
launched at the New York Navy Yard, 
and that, according to custom, it would 
be the privilege of the Florida Executive’ 
to designate some young woman, resident 
of Florida, to break a bottle of wine 
against the Florida’s bow when the giant 
fighter left the ways. 
The Governor lost no time in carrying 
out his part of the prcereciaas. and a few 
weeks ago he notified the Navy Depart- 
ment that Miss Fleming had been named 
as sponsor for the ship, adding that she

The Governor also told the Secretary 
he wanted six navy girls as well as 
five Florida girls on tne staff of Miss 
Fleming, and he left to the naval offi- 
cialis the designation of the naval contin- 
gent.

The Florida 
girls received theirs from the Governor 
before they left Florida. In the com- 
missions between the words “State of 
Florida’’ and ‘' Executive Department ” 
is an engraving of the State coat of arms. 
At the bottom, opposite the name of Sec- 
retary of State Crawford, is the great 
seal of the State, embossed in gold. 

The stand from which Miss Fleming 
will name the Florida on Thursday is lo- 
cated on the starboard side of the battle- 
ship. It will be draped with American 
flags, in the centre of which will be the 
State flag of Florida, when Miss Fleming 
and her staff ascend it on the morning of 
the launching. 

In addition to the sponsor and staff, 
Secretary of the Navy Meyer and As- 
sistant Secretary of the Navy Winthrop 
and their aids, Rear Admirals Leutze, 
Commandant of the Navy Yard, and Seaton 
Schroeder, Commander tn Chief of the 
Atlantic fleet, and their aids, and Capt.

Rear Admiral E. H. C. Leutze, Com- 
mandant of the Brooklyn Navy Yard, is- 
sued instructions yesterday to the water 
police to govern the shipping in the East 
River during the launching of the Wnited 
States ship Florida on Thursday morning. 

Admiral Leutze warns shipping at the 
wharves In the vicinity of the navy yard 
of the wave that will be created when 
the battleship takes the water, and asks 
that everything along the water front be 
made secure in preparation for it. From 
10 o'clock until after the launching, an 
hour later, the river traffic will be con- 
fined to a narrow space along the New 
York shore, and the patroling vessels, 
consisting of revenue cutters and light- 
house tenders, will eompel all vessels to 
navigate in this lane. « 

About twenty minutes before the Flori- 
da is launched a red-flag will be displayed 
from the top of the cantilever bridge 
crane over the battleship as a warning 
that she is about to start down the ways.

Wall Street’s interest in the course of} 
affairs on the London Stock Exchange} 
yesterday before the iopaliiag of our own 
market was naturally very keen. Lon-' 
don was closed on Saturday, following. 
the announcement of the King’s death, 
and save for such information as could 
be obtained through cables to friends and 
business associates in London, the drift of 
sentiment in financial circles there was 
largely unknown, and in the single hour 
during which it was open the Stock Ex- 
change here had to “go it alone.” ‘The 
reopening of the London market was 
marked by the single incident of the 
gathering of the members to sing “ God 
Save the King,”’ and trading at once be- 
gan at prices generally above those pre- 
vailirig at the close on Friday. Consols 
moved up a half point, and the mining 
department and copper shares were 
strong. On American issues the quota- 
tions sent over to this side represented in 
the conspicuous stocks advances of from 
1 to 1% points or slightly more.

Support for Prices. 

The suggestion was made that the firm- 
ness of London reflected organized sujp- 
port and that, aside from the really satis- 
factory condition of affairs generally, 
this support also proceeded from a feel- 
ing in English financial circles that a 
break in prices of any moment would be 
anything but flattering to the assumption 
of power by a new sovereign. Possibly 
there is some truth in this notion, but 
more importance is attached to the ap- 
parent willingness of party leaders aud 
their chief supporters to put over for @ 
season the rather bitter contest recently 


as a safeguard the present inherent 
strength of the English financial situa- 
tion. No embarrassments have arisen in 
connection with the payment of the long- 
deferred tax dues; the “rubber boom” 
seems to have made no headway in high 
places, and the Bank of England is 50 
well fortified that it is now sharing ar- 
rivals of new gold from South Africa 
with the Continent. 
o,* 

Copper FPigures and Stocks. 
Publication of the Copper Producers’ 
figures preceded by several hours the 
issue of the Government crop report, that 
being the other development of the day 
upon which the attention of the market 
concentrated, following the reassuring 
movement of the London Stock Exchange. 
While the inorease in copper stocks can 
in no way be-construed as otherwise than 
unsatisfactory, yet copper issues were 
relatively unaffected, largely for the rea- 
son that the increase itself was from 
5,000,000. to 15,000,000 pounds less than 
had been expected even fn trade circles. 
The bright spot in the report was the in- 
crease in American consumption upon the 
heels of a smaller output. BDuropean 
takings were so diminished as to lead to 
the belief in many quarters that congum- 
ers there were awaiting the price ae- 
clines which have recently occurred and 
that they may now be persuaded to stock 
up. All in all, it is hardly cause for 
wonder that prices continue to rule low 
when the tremendous production of the 
four months of the present year is noted, 
but, in spite of this output, stocks have 
increase since Jan. 1 only 218,000 pounds. 


The Orop Report. 
Where a condition of substantially under 
80 per cent. had been looked for, the Gov- 
ernment crop report noted an actual gain 
over the April 1 figure, to 82.1. The 
market set this betterment and the gain 
of 714,000 acres over last year’s area un- 
der cultivation at this time against the 
abandonment of 4,489,000 acres, and ac- 
cepted the report as a whole as very 
satisfactory. It must be remembered, of 
course, that one of the worst storms ot 
April came on the 25th of that month 
and that returns from territories afflicted 
may well have started on their way from 
Washington before that date, or s0 soon 
after it as to prohibit careful appraise- 
ment of the injury. Chicago did not fall 
to point this fact out yesterday, nor did 
the grain houses of that city lose the op- 
portunity to utter at the same time direful 
predictions of damage in the Spring wheat 
States from lack of moisture; all of 
which will confirm perhaps not altogether 
unwarranted suspicions that there is @ 
pretty active current eaepencen for the

Automobiles and Bonds.

The Sales of Copper. 


Nr. Stanchfield opened up the cross- 
examinaticn with nis reference to the 
newspaper accounts already alluded to to 
the warfare of the United Copper againct 
the Standard Oil Company, and the ex- 
planations made by Fernsler of ‘the 
Government's exhibits produced tast Fri- 


day. The first point on which the law- 
yer for the defense undertook to scvre 
was the comparison of sales cf ore ly 
the Montana Ore Purchasing Company 
as shown in the trial balance sheet of 
Oct. 14, i907, with the charges centered 
in that balance sheet against the Mon- 
tana Ore Purchasing Company of Butte 
representing some part of the cost of pro- 
duction. 

He asked the witness if he had stated 
in answer to questions asked by the rep- 
resentative of THe Times that the -lif- 
ference between the two figures indi- 
cated the income applicable to dividends. 
Fernsler sajd he had done so, Then Mr. 
Stanchfield asked him if he had taken 
account of the profit on sales of securi- 
ties shown by the trial balance. Fernsicr 
said he had not, but was not asked to ex- 
plain why. 

The next point to which Mr. Stanchfield 
took exception was an itemin the balance 
sheets of the various comipanies showing 
that Max H. Schulze on Oct. 14, 1907, 
owed ty United Copper Company moe 
than $3,000 Mr. Stanchfield got the 
explanation, or as much of it as he want- 
ed in the course of his cross-examination 
without having to wait for the defense. 
He asked the witness whether the ¢tate- 
ment of accounts made up for F. A. 
Heinze on Dec. 31, 1907, to which the 
Government aiso had referred, did not 
show the transfer of this balance due to 
A. P. Heinze as of Sept. 30. 

Fernsler said it did, but he also said 
that the item was charged around the 
circle from Schulze to A. P. Heinze and 
then to the Nipper Consolidated Mining 
Company, and finally into the Trophery 
Dyke property, belonging to the United 
Copper. This latter concern, the witness 
said, did not figure at alj in the books 
prior to Dec. 31, and the statement made 
up at that time made it obvious that the 
entries were made as of Sept. 30, but not 
before the end of the year. 


The “Empty Shell” Incident. 


Mr. Stanchfield was particularly vexed 
by a statement in the article which Tux 
Times printed on Saturday morning re- 
ferring to the United Copper Company 
after the sale of its producing properties 
to coal and iron as an “‘empty shell.” 

He wanted to know if*the witness had 


assumed authority for this characteriza- 
tiom and Fernsler said he had not. 

Then Mr. Stanchfield asked Fernsler if 
he had mentioned in testifying to the 
jury or in explaining the exhibits to the 
reporte&{s that the United Copper Com- 
pany on 4an. 31, 1907, had $1,205,790 cash 
in e bank. Mr. Fernsler said he had 
not. ereupon Mr. Stanchfield wanted 
to know if the witness had considered the 
Butte Coalition stock, of which the United 
held 80,000 shares and on which it claimed 
a profit of $1,500,000, according to the 
books. 

This profit was arrived at on the basis 
of the sale of 20,000 shares at $35 a share, 
whereas the entire block had cost $15 a 
share. Based on this same price the 
profit of $20 a sharé just referred to was 

realized. 

Another item that Mr. Stanchfield point- 
ed to was the Pittsburg and New York 
Coal Company, which by December, 1907, 
had assumed a valuation of $14,000,000 in 
the statement Heinze had made up for 
him. Fernsler said he did not put this 
into his figures of Oct. 14 for the reason 
that the Pittsburg and New York Coal 
Company did not figure in the books at 
that time except through an item of $17,- 
000 representing the purchase pricsa of 
certain coal properties. 


“Profit” on Sales. 


Next Mr. Wise took up the “ profit’’ 
on the sales of securities, and the wit- 
ness separated the total item of $3,250,000 
into one item taken in on Dec. 14, 1906, of 
$1,650,000, unexplained on the books, and 
another item dating from December, 1905, 
supposedly representing profit on the se- 
curities of the La France Copper Com- 
pany. Eighty tnousand shares of La 
France stock were taken in at $20 a share. 
as against their par value of $25, and 
the entire sum so ascertained, $1,600,000, 
was charged up to profit on sales to se- 
curities. 

‘What was La France stock issued 
for?’’ asked Mr. Wise. 
‘ As a bonus for bonds,"’ explained the 
witness. 
‘‘How much of it was issued?’’ asked 
Mr. Wise 
Mr. Stanchfield objected at this point, 
ane was sustained by Judge Hough, but 
Wise got the same information by 
going ‘o the books of the United Cop- 
per Company and showing that the §0,000 
shares came to the United as a consider- 
ation for an agreement to deliver ore 
under a five-year contract. 

Then the United States Attorney took 
up the question of dividends by the Mon- 
tana Ore Purchasing Company with the 
United Copper Company, showing that 
down to 1905 the Montana Ore Purchas- 
ing Company declared as its dividend 
$161,666 a quarter. In 1905 there was one 
Cjvidend of $1,212,000, and then through 
1006 the dividend fell back to $808,550 a 
quarter. The January dividend of 1907 
was once more $1,212,000, and the subse- 
quent dividends cf that year down to Au- 
gust, the last one, wera $808,330 each. 

Mr. Wise undertook to go into the trans- 
fer of the $3,000,U000 ebt of Schulze 
around the circle, but Judge Hough held 
that that item had been sufficiently cov- 
ered already, and so the United States 
District Attorney held to the dividend 
question for the time being 

By reference to the backs ‘of the United 
Copper Company he established through 
Fernsler that, ag i ve company to 
have in bank on Jan. 30 $1,205,790, and 
to have paid the January dividend out 
of that sum, provided it was all income 
and not capital, the actual receipts and 
disbursements from that time until the 
April dividend was paid would have left 
it $31,000 short of the amount required to 
pay that dividend, and the receipts and 
disbursements continuing down to the 
August period would have left it still 
worse off in endeavoring to meet that 
dividend according to Stanchfield's 
theory of bank balances. 

Then Mr. Wise took up the“item of 
Butte Coalition stock, on which the de- 
fense claimed a profit of $1,500,000, based 
on a sale of part of the entire block on 
May 81, 1907.

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SUBWAY CONTRACTS 
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100 RIGID, THEY SAY 


Public Service Commission 
Told That There Will Be No 
Bidders Under Them. 
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RADICAL CHANGES ASKED 





Civic Organizations Put in Claims and 
Urge Haste In the Tri-Bor- 
| ough System. 





The coptention was made yesterday at 
the hearing held by the Public Service 
Commission on the drafted form of con- 
tract for the construction, equipment, and 
operation of the Tri-Borough Subway by 
private capital that material changes will 
have to be made in it if this method of 
subway building is to be followed. 

Arthur J. Baldwin, counsel for the Brad- 
ley-Gaffney-Steers syndicate, which said 
over a yéar ago that it would be‘only too 
glad to present a bid for the construction 
and operation of the tri-bordugh route, ap- 
peared and made materia{ objections to 
the contract as drawn, declaring that un- 
less its terms were modified in several 
ways it will be impossible for any con- 
tractor to bid under it. 

Mr. Baldwin said that the wording of 
the contract should be changed in several 
clauses, but made his most emphatic ob- 
jection against the provision which calls 
for the purchase by the contractor of any 
private property necessary for the con- 
struction of the subway. He said that the 
city ought to do this. 

Mr. Baldwin also criticised the provis- 
fons of the contract which deal with the” 
payments to be made under it from the 
contractor to the city. The hearing on 
the form of contract for construction ‘with 
city money will be held next Monday. 

In opening the hearing, Chairman Will- 
cox said hé would confine the speakers to 


a discussion of the specific terms of the 
contract and not entertain extraneous ar- 
guments, but the first speaker, State Sen- 
ator Stilwell, attempted to deviate from 
this ruling. He declared that as the rep- 
resentative of the Williamsbridge, Wake- 
field, and Van Nest district, he would in- 
sist that the White Plains extension be 
definitely embodied in the contract, in- 
stead of being conditionally provided for. 

Julius Henry Cohen, representing the 
Citizens’ Union, advocated the establish- 
ment by the commission of some basis for 
comparison of the two forms of contract. 
He was followed by James L. Allen, rep- 
resenting the Civic Alliance and Independ- 
ence League. Mr. Allen argued for the 
separation of the contracts for construc- 
tion, equipment, and operation. 

George Brush of Brooklyn, President 
of the Brooklyn League and ex-State Sen- 
ator, urged haste on the part of the com- 
mission.

GET A WARRANT, SAYS MAYOR. 


Police Mustn’t Lock Up Motormen 
Uniess Crime Is Plain. 


Mayor Gaynor and Police Commissioner 
Baker held a conference yesterday on 
the question of the arrest of engineers 
and motormen in the case of accidents on 
their cars or trains, and drew up the fol- 
lowing general order which soon will be 
sent out for the guidance of the police: 

In the case of persons injured or killed by 
engines, cars, or trucks, the employes 
should not be arrested without a warrant, 
unless it be obvious that the case is not one 
of accident. but that he is gufity of man- 
slaughter or other felony, intentionally or 
through gross négligence. 

Let the practice of arresting such per- 
sons without warrant cease, 

Let full information be secured, with the 

names and addresses of all witnesses, and 
the name and address of the engineer, mo- 
torman, or driver.

Prof. Lee of Columbia Gives Various 
Reasons Why It Should Not Pass. 


An appeal against current attempts ai 
legislative regulation of vivisection was 
made before the Society of Medical Juris- 
prudence last night by Frederick S. Lee, 
Professor of physiology at Columbia Uni- 


versity. The meeting was held at the 
Academy of Medicine, with President 
Alfred EX. Ommen in the chair. It is the 


ber. 

Prof. Lee presented in tabulated form 
the characteristic objections in anti-vivi- 
sectionist literature, which the professor | 
designated as the ‘‘ most bizarre and most / 
fantastic literature’ with which he was 
acquainted. 

‘There have been six previous attempts 
to regulate animal experimentation in the 
New York Legislature, and one which is 
now before that body,”’ he said. ‘‘ The pre- 
vious ones have failed, and I believe this 
one will, too.”’ 

~ on the first place, it is suggested 
that those who practice vivisection shall 
be licensed. ‘There are many objections 
to this. One which might be brought 
prominently to the fore is the fact that 
in England, where a physician must be 
licensed to practice vivisection, it is at 
times difficult to get a license. We have 
the well-known instance of the celebrated 
surgeon, Sir Joseph Lister, who intro- 
duced antiseptic surgery which has saved 
sO many hundreds of Hves since that 
date, who at one time was refused a 
license to practice vivisection. 

‘Another provision in the bill is that 
licensés shall only be allowed to medical 
practitioners. As a matter of fact those { 
who do the most valuable services to 
mankind through vivisection are not 
medical practitioners at all. There are 
conditions as to how the experiments are 
to be performed, and it is even suggested 
in the bill that the experiments be in- 
spected. Now, animal experimentation 
is very exact work, like human surgery, 
dealing with delicate tissues and delicate 
apparatus. No work of that kind can 
go on in the presence of a hostile audi- 
ence,’’ 

In one of his charts Prof. Lee showed 
that the percentage of infant deaths from 
meningitis in 1907, before the discovery 
of serum, was 80 per cent. Since then it 
had dwindled to 20 per cent. 

Another chart showed that of 1,700 ex- 
periments in vivisection in Massachusetts 
64 per cent. were wholly painless, 21.8 per 
cent. as painful as the ordinary diseases 
with which the animals were inoculated, 
12.2 per cent. as painful as vaccination, 
1.6 per cent. as painful as the effect of 
poison, and 0.4 per cent. as painful as the 
healing of a wound.

Intyre for 600, while the firm when it 
failed did not have more than fofty-five 
shares in its possession. 

Mr. McIntyre receives judgment under 
Referee Brown's report for $11,000 against 
Girard N. Whitney and James V. Geragh- 
ty, members of the firm. The referee 
finds that these two converted and sold 
stock of that value which they bought on 
Mr. McIntyre’s order. 

Thomas B. Dean, a certified public ac- 
countant, testified that at one time the 
firm was short 1,645 shares of Amalga- 
mated Copper stock, which it owed to 
customers. The stock fell heavily during 
the panic, so this shortage was an item 
of profit rather than loss.
